REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is Tamura (US 2002/0168572) and Idota (6235427). 
Tamura discloses "a thin film layer on the surface of the active material layer containing 
at least one of copper and nickel provided on the active material layer". Idota teaches 
"the thin film layer comprises several layers and the layer in contact with the active 
material layer is made of a metal material which alloys with silicon or germanium and 
the other layers are made of one or more metal materials different than that of the layer 
in contact with the active material layer". Neither Tamura nor Idota teaches "a thin film 
layer on a portion of a surface of the active material layer containing at least one of 
copper and nickel provided on the active material layer."
